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EDMUNDS SPEAKS 


AS TO THE RELATIONS BETWEEN 
THE SENATE AND PRESIDENT. 


And Then Attends the Reception atthe White House, 
Where Miss Cleveland Coquettes With Him ~ 
The Peculiarities of the Season's Recep- 
tions— Mr. Crisp’s Bill—Other News. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—[{Special.]—Senator 
Edmunds’s speech was evidently prepared with 
great care. It evinced a»thorough study of 
the question of the rights of the executive and 
the legislative branches of the government. 
Of the many aileged precedents produced to 
justify the attitude of the republican senators, 
not one in ten had any relevancy whatever to 
ithe issue now raised, and probably the only 
one which presented any similarity was that 
in which Andrew Jackson refused to send to 
the senate the papers in the case of a removed 
surveyer general. Mr. Edmunds presented 
that ovly to emphasize the statement that the 
penate rejected the man who was nominated 
in place of the suspended official. The speech 
was beard throughout the entire two honrs 
and a half of its delivery by nearly every 
member of the senate and by densely crowded 
galleries. 

HE WENT TO THE KECEPTION. 

The general verdict is that it was aningen'- 
pusfbut not a strong argument. Mr. Edmunds 
appeared at yagi reception tonight 
in smiling Mplacency. He was 
perhaps the most observed man ia the 
great gathering, owing to his attack on the 
administration this afternoon. One amusing 
fncident of the evening occurred when E41- 
munds approached the president. The presi- 
dent extended his hand, they shook hands 
cordially and exchanged a few words, then 
both laughed. Edmunds turned and spoke to 
Miss Cleveland, who smiled and shook the 
forefinger of her right hand coquettishly in the 
fae of the stern Vermonter. The scene was 
winessed and enjoyed by several hundred 
spectators, | 

THE CROWDS IN ATTENDANCE. 

‘The largest attendance at any presidential 
21.ccption this winter was present tonight. It 
tock an hour for the guests to proceed from 
tie entrance to the southern end of the green 
roomy, where the’president stood industriously 
shaking hands with all who came. 
Among those present were Sena- 
tur Brown and wife, Senator Colquitt, Rep- 
y:-entative Blount;Miss Blount,Miss Johnston, 
of Macon, Representative Barnes,Mrs.Jeffrcys 
and Miss Barnes, of Augusta; Representatives 
Clements and Crisp. Thisgfreception closes a 
serial season in Washington which has been 
famous forthe abundance of its entertain- 
ments, and for the sparseness of the apparel! 
worn by many of the ladies who have figured 
as its most conspicuous luminaries. 

MR, RENFROE CONFIRMED. 

The senate, in executive session. today, con- 
firmed the nomination of Mr. Renfroe to be 
postmaster at Atlanta. Itseemsto have been 
done, without any opposition, or if there was 
any it has not been heard of. Both Georgia 
senators advocated the confirmation, which 
has all along practically assured the accept- 
ance of «ais name by thesenate. The republi- 
eans could net fight it, as Postmaster Wilson 
had resigned before the appointment was 
made. 

A CHANCE FOR BRUCE, 

It is said to be settled that the president will 
appoint Blanch K. Bruce as republican mem- 
ber of ihe eivil service commission. Secretary 
Lamar has been the most active member of the 
cabinet in urging Bruce’s appointment. They 
were warm friends when they were in the sen- 
ate together, and have preserved the most cor- 
dial relations ever since. 

Judge Crisp succeeded in passing through 
the house a bill requiring land grant railroads 
to pay the cost of surveying public lands 
which they hold. He passed it 
through the house last session, 
but it failed in the senate. It will bring about 
one million dollars into the treasuary,and wil! 
subject the lands iu question to local taxation. 


The railroads have purposely neglected to_ 


perfect their titles to them, in order to avoid 
paying surveying fees, and to obviate the 
local taxation. Judge Crisp’s bill, which he 
explained in a strong speech, compels them to 
discharge both these obligations. The bill 
will be vigorously pushed in the senate.

EDMUNDS IN THE SENATE. 


He Argues That the President Should Not 
Withhold the Papers. 

WASHINGTON, March 9.—In the senate, Mr. 
Allison, from the appropriation committee. 
reported, with amendments, the urgency 
deficiency bill. Placed on the calendar, Mr. 
Allison saying he would call it up tomorrow. 

At two o’clock other busines; was cut off by 
the unfinished business, being the resolution 
reported by Mr. Edmunds, from the judician7 
committee, concerning the Duskin controversy 
between the senate and the president and the 
attorney general. As the resolutions were 
read by the chief clerk the most absolute si- 
lence prevailed on the floor and in the gal- 
leries. The galleries were crowded, many 
persons compeiled to stand. This was notably 
true ofthe reserved galleries, to which admis- 
sion is only permitted by cards from the sena - 
tors. many gentlemen and ladies, though early, 
failing to find vacant seats. 

MR. EDMUNDS BEGINS. 

Mr. Edmunds began his remarksin a rather 
low tone, but his voice soon acquired its usual 
full, clear and ringing volume. Forty years 
had elapsed since the last coutroversy of this 
kind between the legislative and executive 
branches of the government had occurred, and 
it had then been many years ‘since a similar 
occurrence bad arisen. The instances in 
which there has been evidenced the slightest 
reluctance on the part either of the executive 
or of the heads of departments to refuse to the 
call of either house of congress, or of the com- 
mittees, for papers in possession either of the 
executive or of the departments, have been 
very few indeed. Mr. Edmunds then caused 
to be read portions of the statutes relating to 
the tenure of office, recess suspensions and cre- 
ating a department of justice, and the docu- 
ments covering the appointment and suspen- 
sion of Duskin, and the nomination of his suc- 
cessor, as well as the resolution of the senate 
calling for the papers in the case and the at- 
torney-general’s reply. 

The question, Mr. Edmunds said, was what 
was the nature of the nomination sent by the 
‘president tothe senate. The president had 
not undertaken, in the face of the statute for- 
bidding it, to remove Duskin from office, but 
had suspended him. Duskin still remained 
attorney of the United States for Alabama. 
He stood inthe attitude of a military officer 
under arrest, as the president might place the 
lieutenant general of the army, General Sher- 
idan, under arrest. That would not take 
General Sheridan out of the army. The 
act of the president, therefore, was not 
an attempt to remove Duskin, but to with- 
hold from him the rights to perform the func- 
tions of the office until the judgment of the 
senate could be taken in respect of his re- 
moval and the appointment of his successor. 

© president took pains, as he should; in his 


order of suspension and in his order of desig- 
ration, to state that both were subjct to all the 
laws applicable thereto, and the sectious of the 
revised statutes forming part of the law of 
1867 and 69, declared ig explicit- terms that 
this man should not be removed except by the 
advice and consent of the senate. When the 
nomination of Burnett came to the senate, 
therefore, Duskin was attorney of the United 
States for Alabama, and the proposition was 
that he should be removed by the appointment 
of the gentleman selected as his successor, if it 
should meet the approval of the senate. There- 
fore the senate, if it were even a jury and had 
to submit to the judgment of the 
president as judge, as ~=6stto—sw haat 
the evidence should be laid before it 
connected with the case, and its relevancy, it 
would have been relevant (on the very issue 
submitted by the judge to the jury) to know 
what was the conduct and management of that 
cfice in the hands of the person whom the 
president asked the senate to assist him in dis- 
placing by a new appointment. That question 
bas arisen before—not between the president 
and the senate, but in cabinet councils of the 
president. Mr. Edmunds had the clerk 
read ~=s the long opinion of Attor- 
ney General Akerman, dated August 4, 1570 
relating to the case of George H. Yeoman,com- 
missioned minister to Copenhagen, in which 
Mr. Akerman, among other thing; says, that 
the word “suspension” when applied to an 
office, never signified the final removal of an 
officer; also an opinion of Attorney General 
Devers, dated October 4, 1877, in which that 
cficer, among other things, says: “An office, 
the incumbent of which is only cuspended, is 
in no case placed in abeyance.” It would be 
seen then, Mr. Edmunds continued, that “in 
spite of the sundry misleading discussions in 
the public press,and in spite of sundry inaccu- 
rate things stated in the message of the pre3i- 
dent of the United States to this body, and 
in spite of sundry inaccurate-views of the 
minority of the committee on judiciary 
as to what this case is that we now have to 
consider: that as well by law, as it has beeu 
placed on the statate books by the action of all 
the administrations that had existed before 
the law was passed; and by the action of the 
president of the United States himself, in 
obedience to it, he has invited the senate of 
the United States to agree with him in remov- 
ing Duskin from office by the appointment and 
commissioning of a successor. That being so, 
the question was whether the oflicial papers in 
the department of justice, bearing on the ad- 
ministration of the officer we were asked to 
remove, Should be sent to the senate on its 
call, There was but one answer to this. 
The relevancy of the papers called for’ must 
be matter for the decision of the senate, and 
nobody else. Mr. Edmunds did not think the 
walmest administration man would say that, 
taking it year in and year out, decade in and 
decade out, century in and century out, it was 
any part of the duty of the president or the 
head of a department, to determine whether 
(ficial information in the departments, which 
wus required by either house of congress was to 
be furnished or withheld, according to the opin- 
.on of the officer called on,that it would or would 
uct be usefulto them in their deliberations. 
The pagers called for inthis case were {papers 
filed in the department. “filing” was a tech’ 
nical term—a term of art in law and in 
the administration of law. The statute read 
tothe senate made the attorney general, and 
not the president, the custodian of those pa- 
pers, and that he should preserve them, The 
people who made the statutes had been labor- 
ing under, perhaps, the delusion, but Mr. I4- 
munds thought not, that the papers that were 
in the public department must of necessity be 
public papers--cilicial papers--and certainly 
that would be true in respect to papors 
“filed.” 

Mr. Edmunds inquired, “What is an official 
paper’’ and asked the presiding officer 
whether he (Sherman) would consider “offi- 
cial’ a letter addresscd to him as ‘‘presi- 
dent pro tempore of the senate 
lvlating to a measure pending before the sen- 
ate’ <“‘Itakeit,’ said Mr. Edmunds, ‘that 
there would be but one answer to the question. 
You would hardly think it within the fitness 
of things, I take it, to carry it to your house 
or put it in your pocket, or put it in your fire- 
place and destroy it. It is addressed to you 
im your official character, and thatis what 
gives character to a paper of whatever kind it 
is— whether official or private.” 

As to the suspension of an officer, the presi- 
dent and the minority of the judiciary com- 
mittce said it was an act solely within the dis- 
cretion of the. president. So, also, said the 
majority of the committee. But was it not an 
oflicial act? The statutes said it was. The 
president said it was, and of course it was an 
oflicial act. Every paper, therefore, address- 
ed to the officer cxercising that%foflicial func- 
tion upon that topic, must be an official paper, 
no matter how vile or false it may be. It did 
not belong tothe man whether president or 
attorney-general, but to the oflicer in his 
character as an officer. The'attorney-general 
gave no hint that any part of the papers call- 
cd for were private or unofficial, or even con- 
fidential. Public papers—oflicial papers, were 
called for, and such papers only were spoken 
of inthe response, Did those papers relate 
to the motives of the president in 6us- 
pending Duskin? Did any body suppose 
that the president, or any of 
his friends had filed astatementof his motives’ 
By no means. ‘That would be absurd. The 
papers, therefore, stated facts. on the state- 
ment of the attorney general, that they related 
exclusively tothe suspension: stated facts, or 
alleged facts. as tothe conduct of the officer 
suspended, Since the senate was called on to 
assist the president in displacing this man per- 
manently, every paper existing there related 
to him, on the admission of the attorney gen- 
eral. related to the conduct of the oflice while 
in possession of Duskin. But the papers 
were refused, because they would not 
only give facts, but would enable’ us 
to understand the reasons of the  pres:- 
ident for exercising his ollicial 
act. Therefore. the proposition was that the 
senate being called on in the exercise of its 
jurisdiction to judge of the official conduct of 
Duskin—the president having already been 
called on within his jurisdiction, to pronounce 
judgment on a similar question about the same 
man—the senate could not have the papers 
because, if it did, they would disclose the 
vrounds on which the president acted. 

“If that,” said Mr. Edmunds, “is not a prop- 
osition which would stagger the credulity and 
amaze the understanding of any intelligent 
ian in a governmentof law or in a govern- 
ment of reason, 1 am quite unable to compre- 
bend what would be.” 

All the operations of the government, Mr. 
Edmunds said, were cxecutive, and had it 
come to this that because the president was 
the chief executive officer ofthe government 
congress could know nothing as to the facts 
and circumstances relating to the execution 
of the Jaws, because ifthey did they might be 
able to comprehend the motives or reasons of 
the president in carrying out the laws. Why, 
such a statement was shocking, yet that was 
the logic of this whole thing. 

The attorney general had said that the 
“public interest” would not be subserved by 
sending the papers to the senate. According 
to thisthe public interest would not be s1b- 
served by telling the senate, which was asked 
to help remove an officer, what the truth was, 
lest thetruth should disclose to the senate, 
and possibly tothe public, what the president’s 
reasons were in exercising an official act. 
The reasons must be “tremendously sacred,” 
if the facts were never to be 
revealed, lest the reason also 
might be revealed. The jurisdiction of con- 
gress was infinitely broader than that of the 
president. His was an executive power. Con- 
gress made the laws, and when the constitu- 
tion commands him to give congress informa- 
tion on the “state of the union,” it says he 
“shall” do it. That had reference to the uni- 
versal power of the knowledge of the two 
houses of congress in respect to every opera- 
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tion of the government and every one of its 
 flicers. What is the “state of the union’” 
The state of the union is made up of every 
“drop in the bucket,” of the execution 
of every law, andthe performance of every 
officer under the law. There was no one thing, 
Lo one subject, that represented the “state of 
the union.” It was the condition of the gov- 
ernment and every part of it, not only its 
legislative parts—about which the president 
could communicate no information without 
impertinence, for the constitution had declared 
that the two houses were to regulate them- 
selves, but he was to give congress, and was 
positively commanded to do so from time to 
time, information onthe state of the union, 
and it is because congress was entitled to have 
it every time they called for it, and 
he violated the positive command of the 
constitution when, on the constitutional 
call in the regular way, he omitted to do it.” 
Referring incidentally to the fact that a deti- 
ciency of $155,000 in the department of justice 
for the fees of jurors and witnesses was pend- 
ing before the house, Mr. Edmunds said there 
must be added for this current fiscal year end- 
ing June 20, next, covering a year of purely 
democratic control, a deficiency of $185,000. If 
the case of Duskin was fairly illustrative of 
the cireumstances of all the district attorneys 
and marshals of the United States, everything 
that went to make tp the anatomy of the ad- 
ministration of justice, then we have drawn in 
the question,what has become ofthemoney tha 
was appropriated atthe regular session to carry 
onthe administration of justice through the 
department of justice in the United States. 
Duskin was one of the persons who were to 
draw upon the fund. In that district he was 
the very person whose agency, more than that 
of avy other, would go to an economical or an 
extravagant—just or an unjust—expenliture 
of the public money. Could we not know any: 
thing about it? Takethe other sixty or sev- 
enty districts in the United States. If it were 
dezied to us as to Duskin, it must be denied as 
to Dorsbeimer and asto Henry (marshal. of 
Vermcnt), and every other marshal and every 
other district attorney. What, then, were we 
todo’ If we had passed this resolution while 
we were acting in a_ legislative way 
as if there were any difference in the powers 
of the sevate whether sitting with open or 
closed doors), if we had sent precisely this 
resolution, and applied it to all the districts in 
the United States. If the attorney genera! 
and the president were right now, they would 
be right then, in saying, “No, we can give you 
noinformation, because if we do, you may be 
able to know the reasons why so many of these 
marshals and district attorneys have been sus- 
pendcd, and that is purely within tae proviuce 
of the president of the United States.” That 
was the logic of our good friends, the 
minority committee, and their good 
friend and ally, the president of the 
United States, who, with a courage certainly 
upiqne, had interjected his supplementary 
report to the report of the minority committee 
betore the senate had even considered it. Was 
it possible to carry on a government in that 
way’ He (Edmunds) thought not. There 
was about fifty years ago a very celebrated 
senator from a southern state who, on a simi- 
lar cecasion in an executive session concerning 
the Panama mission—Hayne of South Caro- 
lina—discussing a resultion which it was pro- 
posed the senate should adopt for the purpose 
of getting possession of all the facts relating to 
an assembly of a congress of South American 
and Central American States and the United 
States—some very zealous friend of the presi- 
dent, apparently opposing the resolution—said: 
‘However, gentlemen may be enamored of this 
new doctrine of contidence in rulers, itis not the 
ground I apprehend, on which the senate ought to 
act in fulfilling their constitutional duty of giving 
advice tothe president. IJIfwe are to act by faith 
and not by knowledge, we have uo business to be 


ere. ’ 

He, Mr. Edmunds, thought so too. Knowl- 
edge was denied, and if the senate acted in 
the direction that the attorney-general and 
the president desired it to act, in putting 
through &® these 643 or 650 © offices . and 
appointments by faith and not by 
knowledge, then he agreed with 
Senator Hayne; ‘‘then we have no business to 
be here.” He would say in fairness to the 
gentlemen on the other side, the minority, as 
they say in their report, that there had been 
no instances of calling for the papers in such 
a case as this that bag been obeyed until 1847; 
that it was true, because until 1885 there was 
no statute authorizing the president to suspend 
any official atall. It was, therefore, to him a 
perfectly easy and safe proposition that until 
1£67 no case of call for papers had appeared in 
which the president or head of the depart- 
ment had acceded to the demand. Perhaps 
the minority had simply meant to say 
that the senate had never, with 
success, called on the president 
for his reasons fora removal. In 15835, Presi- 
dent Jackson removed a surveyor-general—a 
man named Wirtz, as he hadthe lawful right 
todo. He had not suspended him—there was 
no law for suspension. He appointed to fill 
the vacancy a man named Williamson. The 
scpate called on the president for the papers 
and information regarding the removal of 
Wirtz. The president replied in a character- 
istic message saying in substance that that was 
one ofthe numerous calls made on him by 
the senate, which he had hitherto complied 
with, but he was going to stop now—that he 
had removed Wertz, asp he had a 
right to do, and the reason was none 
of the senate’s business. The senate next day, 
without division, rejected Williamson, al- 
though in the very message in which the 
president said he would not tell anything 
about what Wortz had been doing, he took 
particular pains to say that Williamson was 
one of the best qualified and most valuable 
personages he had ever known. That was the 
end of the affair between President Jackson 
and the senate on the subject of papers about 
appointments. The minority of the commit- 
tee had said truly that nosuch spactacle as 
this had ever been witnessed during the time 
the democrats had control of the senate, from 
1879 to 1881, and the president,- in 
his supplementary minority report to 
deliberations of the senate, bad stated with-a 
fullness of rhetoric which was as charming as 
it was unique,that these statutes of the United 
“tates, and the practice under them, had now 
for many years fallen into a state of “innocu- 
cus desutude.” If that were true, it ought to 
he one of the missions of the president, in 
discharging the duty that the constitution im- 
putes to him, to take that statute out of dis- 
use (if he might use a shorter and humbler 
phrase), and, as he was sworn to do, putit into 
faithful execution. The minority of 
the committee said that no such 
spectacle as the judiciary com- 
mittee was now presenting to an astonished 
and injured president and attorney-general 
bad been presedted in demoraatic times. “Let 
us see,” said Mr. Edmunds. “On the 4th of 
March, 1879, the democrats hada majority of 
this body. Their committee on judiciary was 
Thurman, chairman; McDonald, Bayard, Gar- 
land, Lamar, Davis, Edmunds, Conkling, and 
Carpenter.” Referring to the committee's 
letter book, Mr. Edmunds said: “I do not 
know but that it is ‘private and confidential,’ 
bet I will take the liberty of reading it, 
( Laughter], even if it gets to the ears of the 
attorney-general and president of the United 
States.”’ 

Mr. Edmunds then read acopy of a letter 
from Thurman, as chairman of the committee, 
to the attorney-general dated March 24. 1879, 
calling for “such information as may be in 
possession of your department concerning the 
following nominations, together with any sug- 
gestion you may be pleased to note.” “On the 
7th of April,’ continued Mr. Edmunds, “there

EXPLAINS WHY HE CANNOT SUR. 
REN DER. 


The Cause ofthe Strikes Along the Missouri Pacific 
Boad—The Conditions Which the Receivers 
Were Oslied Upon to Sign—The Dis- 
charge of Foreman Hall, Btc. 


St. Lovis, March 6.—The most important 
and serious development of the strike at this 
point, and that which will result most disas- 
trously to the passenger traffic, is the extens.on 
to the yard and switchmen of the Bridge and 
tunnel company. This move includesall the 
employes of the company except the engineers 
and firemen The superintendent of the trans- 
fer and three yardmasters will attempt to make 
transfers as usual. 

THE CONDITION OF AFFAIRS’, 

The condition of affairs in relation to the 
strike of the employes of the Gould south west 
system is as follows: No freight of any kind is 
allowed to pass over the tracks of the Missouri 
Pacific railroad, and consequently cars loaded 
with merchandize to be shipped from the city 
cam fiud no exit. Many are laden with 
perishable property, and great loss 
will result from their destruction 
unless they then can be unloaded and the 
cargoes stored in safer places. The grain el- 
evators are the worst sufferers thus far from 
the blockade. There is an abundance of 
grain already inspected and in the yards, but 
nota bushel of it can be gotten to the eleva- 
tors. ‘Lhe number of cars thus locked within 
sight in one yard is about one hundred. and 
there are enough scattered along the tracks 
within a few milesof the elevators to swell! 
the totalto two hundred cars. None of 
the grain can be moved until the strike is at 
anend. In other lines of business the effects 
of the strike are also felt to a greater or less 
extent, the wool and cotton trades being the 
greatest suilerers. As regards the settlement 
of the strike, neither side is willing to make a 
definite statement. The officials of the rail- 
roads say that their men have no grievance 
with them and that it is impossible to rein- 
state the discharged foreman Hail, 
at Marsball, Texas, as they have 
bo authority there. The Kk nights 
of Labor state that they have no cause to call 
a conference of the officers of the railrords at 
this point, as they are striking now simply to 
support the action taken by their brethren in 
Texas, and that the matter must be settled 
with the receiver of the Texas Pacific, and 
then—not until then—can any of the striking 
Knights return to work. 

STEALING AN ENGINE. 

A committee of the Knights of Labor from 
Alvarado, went to Waco yesterday and cap- 
tured the engine which has been pulling the 
local freight train between Waco. Taylor aud 
Graud View. The crew were not Knights. 
and refused to obey the order to strike. The 
Knights took the engine to Alvarado, where 
it was run into the round house and disabled. 
Two strikers who assisted in “killing” the en- 
gine were arrested by Sheriff Ilarrison on th: 
chaige of malicious mischief. They 
bond inthe sum of $250 each for their 
ance before the grand jury. 

A Paris. Texas. dispatch says: “No freight 
trains were run yesterday. the walkout at Tex- 
arkana having put an embargo on all further 
freight traffic on the trains of the Continental 
divisions. The merchants are very biue over 
the situation, but the Knights remain firm and 
confident.” ' 
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NOTIFIED TO LEAVE. 

The managers of the Missouri Pacific railway 
offices in the city today notified their clerks 
that they had decided to relieve them from 
duty indefinitely. ‘This action has been taken 
by the company in order to curtail as much as 
possible their expense during the continuance 
of the Knights of Labor strike upon their 
road. The order etfects sixty telegraph opera- 
tors and two hundred oftice clerks. 

(on the Iron Mountain railroad no freight is 
being handled here or at Bird’s Point. Only 
one switchman remains at work at Bird’s 
Poiut. The passenger train carrying the mail 
will be run from Cairo as usual. About 
eighty men, including the bridge carpenters, 
struck last night. 

REASONS GIVEN. 

The significance of the strike of the switch- 
men of the bridge and tunnel companies can 
be better understood When it is known that 
225 men are em)loyed in the handling of the 
tratlic which passes over the bridge, and that 
it is not possible for four men at each end of 
the bridge to throw switches and perform oth- 
er duties incident to the bus- 
iness, A labyrinth of tracks converge 
atthe entranceofthe bridge, and tunnel on 
both sides ofthe river, and the switches are 
worked by an automatic and complicated 
system of levers, which can only be managed 
by men trained to their use. The places of 
the laborers about the yards might be readily 
supplied, but switchmen skilful in the manip- 
ulation of the switching contrivances nuw em- 
ployed, and possessing a knowledge of the 
trains are made by experience, and their 
places can not be supplied by green hands. 

RECEIVER BROWN RELATES HISSTORY. 

A very long statement, containing all th 
material facts in connection with the strike 
on the Texas and Pacific railroad, made /|y 
¢x-Governor, Brown, receivef of that road, has 
been received. 

The essential parts of the statement are is 
follows: After stating the fact of the appoint- 
ment of the receivers of the road by Judge 
Pardee, of the United States circuit court, on 
the 16th day of December last, Mr. brown 
says: 

About December 1%h, Receiver Brown went to 
Marsha!!, to supervise .the transfer of the property 
aud to arrange for paying the rolls due the em- 
ploves for the previous month. On reaching the 
shops he was waited upon by three gentlemen, 
represecting themselves as a committee of the em- 
ployes of the shops, and asked if the receiver 
would confirm and ratify an agreement made on 
March, 1°85. with the then management of the 
Missouri Pacific system, defining the relation of 
the management and the employes. 

Receiver Brown replied that he and his asso- 
ciates had been appointed by the court to control 
ard operate the property under the orders of the 
court, to be from time to time modified; that the 
ra‘lway and its properties were then in the nan is 
of the United “tates circuit court; 

the receivers were mere agents or 
of the * court; that no 
contract or agreement could be made by the re 
ecivers without the authority or sanction of the 
court, but that the receivers would deal with the 
operatives in aspirit of utmost frankness, fairness 
and impartiality, and the same rate of wages would 
be paid to them as prior thereto, and as promptly 
as they were paid by the former mauagement, The 
committee thanked him and withdrew. The rolls 
wore all paid immediately. No complaints were 
made to either one of the receivers until Receiver 
Brown, on his return to Texas in Jannary, received 
a communication purporting to come from 
W. M. Moore, chairman, and others 
signed as a committee, which again 
drew his attention to the agreement, a copy of 
which was enclosed, also a code of reculations. 
They expressed an earnest wish that he would in 
dorse, and which is as follows: a

Receiver Brown replied to this substantially as 
he had verbally — to the other committee, 
adding, however, t the ¢ontracts made by the 
Cc y are not binding upon us, nor can we 
make new contracts, except under the advice and 
direction of the court. 

Mr. Brown then proc:eds : 

The reasons why the receivers could not make 
the propesed agreement arc so olyvious as to requrre 
no explanation. 

Mr. Brown gives these reasons in some de- 
tail, but the prominent one is that if the re- 
ceivers were to make such an agreement the 
management of the read would pass from the 
control of the court into the hands of the 
Knights of Labor, and moreover, the receivers 
possessed no legal! authority to 
make this avreement. Mr. Brown 
says the refusal of the receivers to sign the 
foregoing agreement is the sole cause of the 
strike, and any other allegation of a cause is 
an afterthought, or certainly the grievances 
would have been referred to the receivers. 
Mr. Brown recites various telegrams received 
from different persons unknown to him, 
vaguely threatening in csse submission was 
not prompily made to the demands of the 
k nights oi Labor, and adds: 
_ Much has been said since the strike about the 
discharge of ©. A. Hall, foreman ofthe freight car 
shops. This, we apprehend, is an afterthought. 
Hall was an incompetent man, but acceptable to 

Le employes, and about the 15th day of February 
be obtained, as we learn, leave from the master 
m¢chunic to be absent three heurs, aud was absent 
three or four days without further permission, and 
gaye uo excuse for the same. The master me- 
chal if these are the fact~, very properly dis 
charged him. Hall made no complaint to the 
receivers, or to any superior officer, of this action 
of the master mechanic, so tar as we are advised. 
The employes of the shop inade no complaint of 
Hlall's @ischarge. 
A GENERAL DISCHARGE. 

This morning an order was issued by H. M. 
Hoxie, first vice president of the Missouri Pa- 
cifie read, to the heads of all the departments 
of the road, to at once dispense with the 
services of every clerk, telegraph operator, 
conductor. and in fact every em- 
ploye not positively necessary to 
the company in its present crippled 
condition. This order dismisses over 100 tele- 
graph operators; 1,500 freight house hands: 
-(0O clerks: 150 crossing watchmen: 100 to 150 
firemen, and many other employes On the Mis- 
souri Pactie. Itis understood that the en- 
gineers will receive at least half 
pay. and that the firemen who are 
bot in the strike will be treated likewise. The 
coucuctors will receive pay ou!ly when they 
rop,and this will be equal to suspending 
pear'y 100 freight conductors, and others nec 
cssury to the running of local and through 
freiglits. A!l told nearly 5,000 persons not in- 
t'rested in the present strike wil! suffer 
unt)! the strike is ended. Notices 
are being sent to all the = strikers 
that their names are stricken fromthe pay- 
roi) and they “are discharged from the service 
ofthe company.

This is done “in order to dis- 
abuse the minds of the public, with reference 
to the letters of the first vice president, about 
the existing trouble between the company and 
their employes at the present time: to state the 
causes that led to the cessation of work on 
the entire system, and alsoto show that we 
were pot governed by the actions of any one 
man or setof men inthis matter. ‘The main 
cause of oflense,on the part of the company 
vasthe dismissal of men conspicuous in the 
strike of March last, and prominent organizers 
at present of the Knights of Labor.” 

AN ATTACK ON THE ROUNDHOUSE. 

For: Wonrtn, Tex., March 9.—The strikers 
at Big Springs forced open the roundhouse 
last night, drove out the guards, and disabled 
the only engine there. United States Mar- 
shal Jackson, with a posse, reached Big 
Springs today and will commence running the 
trains tomorrow. 

Master Powderly Talks. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 9%. 
Workman Powderly, upon being shown a 
tatement published this morning that the 
Knights of Labor of Illinois had formed a po- 
litical party. under the auspices of the order, 
declared it untrue, and said that if such a 
thingis attempted by any district or local 
or state assembly of the Knights of 
Labor, the charter of the body taking such ac- 
tion will be recalled. The order cannot be 
turned into a political party. While reform in 
politics 1s sought for, it must not come at the 
expense of the order. No district, local or 
state assembly, of the Knights of Labor, has in 
it power to declare itself a political machine 
for any purpose. 
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No Cars on the Line. 

Troy, N. Y., March 9.—No cars started this 
morbing op the horse car lines between Troy, 
Lansinburg, Cohoes and Waterford. The con- 
ductors snd drivers, three hundred inall. are 
on astrike because the company refused to 
imake a new schedule of wages for extra men 
or trippers. 

The Knights of Labor and the street rail- 
road compapy have agreed to refer the matter 
to the railroad commissioner for decision and 
investigation. Meanwhile. operations will be 
resumed on the road as before the strike. 


A Demand for Work.

WIRE MONOPOLY. 


THE COMPLAINTS FROM THE FAR 
WEST. 
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The Pacific Telegraph Lines Bepresented as Beiag ia 

Collusion With the Western Union to Monsp0- 

. lize the Business and to Trade in the 
News—Redress Asked For. 
es 
attendance at the meeting of the house com- 
mittee on postoftices and postroads this morning, 
called to begin the investigation ordered by 
the house of certain matters embodied in the 
Anderson (of Kansas) resolution, as follows: 

“That the committee on postoffices and post- 
roads is hereby empowered to ascertain 
whether additional legislation is needed te 
prevent a monopoly of the telegraph facilities, 
and secure to the southern, western and Pacific 
states the benefits of competition between 
telegraph companies, and to protect the people 
of the United States against unreasonable 
charges for telegraphic services,” 

Anderson was present and addressed the 
committee briefly in explanation ot his pur- 
pose in offering the reselutiou. His genera! 
reasov, he said, was an organic opposition te 
monopoly of any sort, but specially in this in- 
stance his motive was to be found in the 
state of affairs existing between the Missouri 
river. and the Pacific ocean, a region compris- 
ing one-half or two-thirds the area of the 
United States. The state he hadthe honor in 
part to represent, (Kansas) was partof the re- 
gion, and together with the remaining seven 
states and organized territories, 
interested in the matter of 
cheap telegraphy. It was also vitally 
interested in preventing such a monopoly of 
telegrephing as would deprive its people and 
press of the advantage and safeguard of com- 
petitive facilities for obtaining news. It 
would be shown to the committee that in the 
charters of all of the land grant railroads, 
they are required to operate their telegraph 
lines precisely as they operate their rails: next 
that thev have illegally but substan- 
tially transferred their telegraph franchises 
to the Western | nion company, consequently, 
when a rival telegraph company reaches the 
eastern terminus of one of these roads, instead 
of receiving from that company, without dis- 
criminating its business, they refuse so to do, 
or at least substantially refuse to comply with 
this obligation of their charter. In other words 
the Western Union, so far as that 
whole area 1s concerned, now 
having a population of 8,000,090 
pcople, has practically a monopoly, and its car- 
ryipg it to such an extent as to show a tenden- 
cy to claim, in addition to the recognized right 
of acommon carrier, the right also to gather 
and sell the news of the day on its own ac- 
count. If the committee would inquire into 
this branch of the subject it would find that 
the collection and sale of election news and 
such important matters as a president’s 
ineesage, are sought to be monopolized by the 
Western Union company in some instances, 
and that barefaced attempts had been made by 
the Western Union company to coerce news- 
papers into making exelnsive contracts to 
transact a]] their business by its wires. The 
committee would see at once how such 
attempts and assumptions threatened the lib- 
erty of the press in the region which 
was subjected to this monopoly. It is because 
of that fact, and because of other matters upon 
which he would ask to be heard ata later date, 
that he bad introduced this resolation. 

D. H. Bates, president of the Baltimore and 
(hio telegraph company, was then swern and 
examined. He gave his story of the efforts of 
his company to penetrate with its wires the 
territory described by Mr. Anderson, and its 
failure throuch what he described as the co- 
operation between the Pacific railroads and 
the Western Union company. hates also 
offered some sugyestious in the way of remedial 
legislation.

GIA MELON GROWER,

The Crop Being Planted—Increasé in Acrenesaaye- 
cess Anticipated A Long Felt Need—Dr. War- 
ren’s Condition—Personal amd Social 
Gossip—Other Interesting News. 


Macon, March 9.—/{Special.]—-- Knowing that 
Captain McNeil, the eflicient sheriff of Brooks 
county, had tried melon growing on a moder- 
ate scale, your correspondent talked with the 
gentleman while he was stopping in the city 
today. 

“Tell me something about the outlook,’ was 
the query. 

“Well, sir, the outlook is good. 1 am in- 
creasing My acreage, even with last year’s 
rather unsatisfactory experience to embarrass 
me. I have }lanted pretty largely of melons 
and vegetables, and I expect to make money 
out of my truck this season. My friend, Mr. 
Alderman, here, has planted sixty acres m 
melons already. ‘(thers are going ahead ona 
similar scale, and the outlook is bright.” 

“You have all about abandoned cotton?’ 

“No, that isa mistaken idea that has gone 
out. Those farmers who do a great deal of 
trucking cultivate just about as much cotton 
as they ever did. You see, it does not inter- 
fere with their regular cropsain the least, and 
they run both branches of farming.” 

“How about markets? Where do you prefer 
to ship?’ 

“New York, Boston and eastern markets 
pay the best. The western markets do not 
give such satisfactory results. I shall ship my 
melons to New York and Boston and my vege- 
tables in the same direction. But truck farm- 
ers dre not running so. strong on string beans 
and cucumbers as formerly. The melon is the 
staple.” 

“Is it dull down there?” 

“No, nov as dull as I find it higher up. Tae 
nearness of the opening ef the truck business 
causes an activity in business circles not ob- 
servable before the trucking industry was 
established.” 

“How about real estate?” 

It is looking up. | see a 
ereace ip real estate valuation since truc 
began, seven yearsago. In fact, neara rai ral 
station. vou can hardly buy any land now ind 
it gives employment toa number of lab vers 
who would otherwise be idle. It has been the 
salvation of south Georgia. As we grow more 
acguainted with the business in all its bear 
ings, of course the chances are better for our 
success. A great many have lost money ir the 
business, but the man that goes at itina 
sepsible, business-like manner is bound to suc- 
ceed,” 

“Tell me about the LeConte business? Does 
it promise well’”’ 

“Exceedingly well. As has been often as- 
RE rted, it Ww ill do more for southern (jeorgls 
than the orange has ‘or Florida. New orchards 
are being set out, and the industry is on a

Jackson, C. J.—The local option act of 1855 
makes it the duty of the ordinary to consolid- 
ate the returns and decide all questions and 
contests arising under elections held by virtue 
thereof. In case the ordinary fails to do so, or 
acts unfairly in any respect, the statute pro- 
vides the remedy to be pursued by petition 
from one-tenth of the number of voters who 
have voted.to the superior court.within twenty 
days from the declaration of the result. setting 
out plainly and distinctly the cause of contest, 
when, if the cause set out issuch as impeaches 
the fairness of the election or the conduct of 
the ordinary, the judge shall grant an order 
directed to three justices of the peace of the 
county, requiring them to recount the ballots 
and report the result to the pext term 
of the superior court, when the 
case shall be hear.l in the 
manuer prescribed by the act, no supersedeas 
being allowed in the meantime. In no other 
manner can thecourts control th: action of 
the ordinary, nor can less than one-tenth of 
the voters institute a contest before the supe- 
rier court. Therefore it was proper to refuse 
& mandamus, on the application of a firm, to 
compel the ordinary of a county, where, 4 
election had been held, toreceive and hear 4 
contest made and offered to be filed with him 
touching the clectien.

If the Blair bill becomes a law-—as 
seems most probable—thbis state will receive 
from the general government in the course 
of eight years the very handsome sum of 
$6,448,442. This money is to be expended 
under the schoo] commissioner of the state 
in the common schools: and the people of 
the state are to contribute a like amount in 
tbat time for the like purpose. So that in 
eight years $12,806,584 will be expended in 
this state in the cause of public education. 
Such asum will, beyond doubt, be sufficient 
to keep open good common schools in every 
neighborhood jor both white and colored 
children during at least six months in each 
year. The passaze of the bill in the house 
would, at one stroke, cast a heavy resposi- 
bility upon the state school commissioner, 
and make his office the most important in d 
the state government. Tor that matter it 
Jong has heen. 

Georgia wil! receive the first year from the 
government $586,225. This is just about the 
sum that the state appropriates to public 
schools at present. In the second year of 
the Blair ill the state appropriation will 
have to be increased about thirty per cent in 
order to let the siate continue to share in 
the national appropriation. The exact fig- 
ures will be presented in these columns if 
the bill becomes a law. 
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About State Rights. 

Tho Mobile Register, which «a few years 
ago was a furious state sovereignty organ, 1s 
just now pleased to allude to ‘‘centraliza- 
tion’’ as a ‘‘federal scare-crow.’’ The fed- 
eral power, says our contemporary, ‘‘is the 
people and the states.”’ This is true, and it 
is a fact that the southern people have been 
slow to recognize. The people and the state 
are one, just as the people and the federal 
government are one. 

At the same time, this is no reason why 
the federal government should be expected 
to assume contro] of matters which a state. 
or a number of states, ought to control. The 
paternal idea may be carried too far. No- 
body is afraid of the federal power, so far us 
we know, but there is no reason why the 
whole country should be taxed for the ex- 
clusive benefit of one section. 

History will show that the party in charge 
of the government has always been in favor 
of extending the federal power, while the 
party in the opposition has always climored 
for state rights. By the time the democratic 
party has indorsed the Hennepin canal 
swindle, the Mississippi improvement fraud, 
and the Eads canal jobbery, it will have 
little room to talk about state rights.

The Electoral Count. 

The senate will doubtless begin this week 
the consideration of the electoral count bill, 
“reported from the committee on privileges 
and elections, by Mr. Hoar. The bill comes 
up considerably amended and improved, and 
its supporters claim that it would, if accept- 
ed by the states, render a dispute in congress 
over conflicting returns of the electoral vote 

impossible. : x 
The bill defines the procedure of counting 
the vote in congress. The second section is 
the most important one of the bill, and as 
amended in the committee room, it reads as 
follows: ‘‘If any state shall have provided 
by laws enacted prior to the day fixed for 
the appointment of the electors for its final 
determination of any controversy or contest 
concerning the appointment of all or any of 
the electors of such states by judicial or 
other methods of procedure, and such deter- 
mination shall have been made at least six 
days before the time fixed for the meeting of 
the electors, such determination made pur- 
snant to such law so existing on said day and 
made at least six days prior to the said time 
of meeting of the electors shall be conclusive. 
and shal! govern in the counting of the elec- 
teral votes as provided in the constitution 
and as hereinafter regulated so far as the 
ascertainment of the electors appointed by 
such state is concerned.’”’ Each state, in 
other words, is to settle its disputes over its 
electoral vote, and the settlement is not to 
be «questioned in congress. If the state. 
however, fails to make provision in the time 
named for the settlement of electoral disputes, 
then a statement of the facts is to be brought 
before congress by the requirement that its 
fxecutive shall, immediately after the ap- 
peintment of electors, transmit to the secre-

The sale of Jerseys will begin this morning 
at ten o’¢lock, 

_Taylor’s stables, the place selected for the 
sale, prebented a busy scene on yesterday. 
The stables and lots were full of cattle, lowing 
merrily because of the new surroundings, and 
eyeing the stream of visitors with gentle won- 
der. The keepers and herders from the vari- 
ous farms were busy, each man with his own 
cattle, smoothing down their glossy coats or 
tempting them with fragrant hay, The Wade 
cattle had the ends of their tails plaited and 
tied in love knots, the evident pride and con- 
ception of an‘aged darkey herder who had 
done up his own hair to match. Leonidas, 
the king of the bulls, who by the way, was 
hbelled in these columns yesterday by the 
statement that hecame in between pitchforks 
when he really came in gentle as a lamb, was 
admired by all visitors. In the open lot stood 
huge wagons of hay, many of the breeders 
baving brought in their own provender for 
cattle.

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A HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


Mayor Hillyer’s Special Committee Meets 
and Discusses the Proposed House. 

Atlanta is to have a house of correction. 

At the last meeting of the general council, 
Mayor Hillyer addressed the body relative to 
the institution, urging the necessity of one. 

Every member present saw that Mayor Hill- 
yer was right, anda resolution directing him 
to appoint a commitiee to consider the matter 
was adopted. Mayor Hillyer then named May- 
or Pro Tem Hutchison and Mr. Middlebrooke 
from the "general council, Judge Howard Van 
Epps, of the city court, and Judge Anderson, 
of the police court, as that committee. The 
personnel of the committee was excellent, 
especially as to the last two names. Judge 
Van Epps’s connection with the city court 
gives him an opportunity to study crime that 
no one else except a judge of the police court 
could have. 

Last night the committee met in the base- 
ment of the courthouse at 7:30 o'clock. Each 
member was present, and an organization was 
effected by electing Judge Van Epps, chair- 
man, and Judge Anderson, secretary. Then 
there was a general exchange of views, so far 
as matured, by members of the committee. 
The necessity for organizing and using some 
plan for punishing and reforming women and 
children who commit crimes and misdemeanors 
in such way as shall not be inhuman and yet 
shall be effective in preventing many of the 
evils now So prevalent was conceded by all. 
Among the evils designed to be corrected are 
the great number of petit larcenies committed 
by small boys, from the fronts of stores, from 
coal cars, and from every place where wares 
are exposed to their depredations, and the 
large number of professional beggers, many of 
whom are able to work, who throng the streets 
to the annoyance of the public. The 
street walkers were also men- 
tioned as a class whose condition might be 
improved tothe manifest satisfaction of the 
community. As to methods, the view was 
expressed that the house of correction ought 
tobea place for discipline, instruction and 
work. It was thought by the committee that 
the age of incapacity to commit crime ought 
to be indeed below the present legal limit 
which is ten years, in cases where the circum- 
stances show sufficient capacity to distinguish 
between right and wrong*® and that the burden 
of showiug incapacity ought to be upon the 
parents of children where the plea of infancy 
is set up. 

The chairman was requested to procure in- 
formation as tothe organization and working 
of reform schools, houses of correction, etc., in 
New York, Louisville and other places.4 

The next meeting was fixed for 7:30 o'clock, 
Tuesday night, 23d instant. 

The secretary was directed to request a num- 
ber ofgentlemen to be present at the next 
meeting of the committee, and make such sug- 
gestions as they deem pertinent. Among the 
number to be invited are: Hon. CGieorge Hill- 
yer, mayor: Rev. Z. Eddy, D. D.. Rev. G. L. 
Charey, D. D., Rev. John P. Lee, Major Sidney 
Root, S.C. Morley, and Bishop H. M. Turner.
